Negotiating the New German- 
American Tariff Regulations. 
Senators Allege Roosevelt 
Has Done What Kaiser 
William Didn't 
Dare Do. 


Washington, D. C., January 22.— 
President Roosevelt today transmitted 
to the senate and the house copies o: 
the tariff regulations ‘negotiated some 
time ago between the United States and 
Germany, together with a proposed 
amendment to the custems administra- 
tive act putting the safe in force as 
& Statute. In the senate the message 
aroused lively discussion in executive 
session, when it wa& taken up. The 
remarks were not addressed to the 
message sO’ much as td the policy of 
considering it In executive session, as 
well as the policy of the president in 
connection with the agreement. 

Bitter Criticism for Roosevelt. 

His course not only in negotiating 
that instrument, but in proclaiming it 
to the world, as he did last July, was 
sharply criticized. ~ 

It was declared that the agreement 
makes changes which are equivalent 
to legislation and it was pointed out 
that all legislation effecting the tariff 
must, under the gonstftution, originate 
in the house of representatives. At- 
tentlon was goalled to the third section 
of the McKinley law ag possibly per- 
mitting the president's course, but his 
critics contended that his action in this 
case had gone far beyond the limits 
permitted by that section. S§tresg was 
laid on the fact that the presi@ent had 
not only negotiated the treaty, but 
that Ve had given it out as a complete 
performance without referring it to the 
senate for action. This the senators 
seemed to consider as especially re- 
prehensible and far beyond the author- 
ity of the chief executive. 

More Autocratic Than Kaiser. 


It was pointed out that the German 


kaiser had not only referred the agree- 


to the reichstag for its action, 
that he had even consulted both 
the lecal and national boards of trade. 
Hence the presideht was charged with 
belmg even more autocratic than the 
head of the German empire. It was 
also declared that under the system of 
valuations provided for by the treaty 
injustice would be done to the 
United States.

Gallinger Drew the Message. 


It is thought by some senators that @ 


‘resolution by Senator Gallinger, Which 


introduced early in the session 
may have had something to do with 
the appearance of the message and a 
request for legislation in the German- 
American matter at this time. The fig- 
ures which the Gallinger resolution 
produced about a week ago showed 
quite a reduction in the value of Ger- 
man exports to this country since the 
regulations were passed and since the 
system of inepecting consignments was 
discontinued by our consular officers 


and agents. 

After referring to the proposed 
amendment to the treaty, the president, 
in his message, dated January 22, 1908, 
save: 

“T ernestly recommend to the con- 
gress the enactment into laws of fhis 
amendment at an early date. Besides 
promoting harmonious relations  be- 
tween the contracting parties to the 
agreement in question, I regard the 
proposed legislation as a meritorious 
measure for the improvement of our 
customs administrative act, the provis- 
fons of which are applicable to impor- 
tations from all countries.”

All @ntracts and plans, 
however, wil] have ‘to be submitted to 
the committee. Th@ $15,000 jadditiona! 
was secured by givimg the $8,750 which 
was originally appropriated for the debt 
On the auditorfum-armory building, not 
yet due, to the fund; by taking $5,250 
from the contingent fund, and $1,000 
from the $6,000 on improvement on Pied- 
mont park. 

For free chert $16,000 was. donated. 
At the first meeting of the committee it 
was decided to abolish this fund. This 
money was made up from adding to the

BOTH DELIVER ADDRESSES 


In Which They Seore the Policies 
, of the Republicans and Predict | 
Victory for the Democratic 
Party in the Coming 
Campaign. 


Nashville, Tenn., January 22.—W. J. 
Bryan rounded out a very busy day 
in Nashville with an address before a 
monster audience at the Ryman audito- 
rium tonight. He was accompanied by| 
Hon. Judson Harmon, of Ohio, 
also spoke briefly tonight. 

Mr. Bryan, im his speech tonight, 
took occasion to say that the idea that 
prosperity was an inevitable result of 
repub@®an ascendancy and administra- 
tion had been rudely exploded in the 
last few months and contrasted the 
ridicule heaped upon his advocacy of 
the silver dollar with the prayerful anx- 
iety with which capitalists had so re- 
cently grabbed for clearing house cer- 
tificates. He scored imperfalism, the 
cost of it and the wrong. | 

Roosevelt and the Panic. 

His history of legislation against 
trusts and the prosecutions that have 
been undertaken met with hearty ap- 
plause. He did not blame President 
Roosevelt for the panic, but scored 
the laws and (their executors who 
would compel the people “to stand and 
shiver every time a Wall street gam- 
bler got cold.”” The main idea of his 
speech was that the democrats every- 
where are united, while the republicans 
are divided. The railroad regulators 
the tariff reformers, the advocates of 
arbitration between capital and labor 
and the “trust busters,’ are, he said, 
in an overwhelming majority. 

He praised the new constitution of 
Oklahoma. particularly the feature safe- 
guarding the bank deposits. He pre- 
dicted that this feature is going to be 
intimated by Kansas, Illinois and other 
states ag soon as action may be had. 
He said this was the only redeeming 
feature of the Fowler currency Dill in 
congress. 

Mr. Harmon, in his speech, spoke of 
the quarrels going on in the republican 
party.

He said: . 

They are quarreling about their presi- 
dent and his ways and says. Some de- 
clare he goes gunning too much for 
trusts, and other big game which grows 
in the republicdn preserves.

While more complain that he 
keeps the whole neighborhood disturbed 
because he will not use smokeless pow- 
der, but Hkes a lot of noise and smoke 
and swell.

This ex- 
plains why those who live on wages 
and salaries find themselves no better 
off, notwithstanding repeated increases 
in their pay. 

Surely it is our duty, as well as wise 
policy to raise our voices against these 
impositions on the people and give our 
pledge of relief.

Former Judge Objects to Being: 
Called “Medicine,” 


BRYAN’S CANDOR TOO LATE 


Parker Says if Nebraskan Had 
Been as Frank in 1908 as He is 
Now it Would Have Been 
Better for the Democ- 
racy. 


Albany, N. Y., January 22.—Ex-Chief 
Justice Alton B. Parker, of the court 
of appeads, who was democratic can- 
didate in !1904 for president of the 
United States, was in Albany today in 
attendance upon the court. His . at- 
tention was called to an @6&tract from 
the speech of William J, Bryan before 
the democtatic mMiemberg of the Ken- 
tucky legislature yesterday, in which 
Mr. Bryan was quoted as saying that 
in 1904 he “took his medi¢cine in Par- 
ker. Parker was the man above all 
others I did not want.” 


“What a Pity,’? Says Pirker. 


“What a pity,”’ said Judge Parker, 
“that Mr. Bryan failed to be equally 
frank in 1903. Had he done so the sit- 
uation of the party would-be vastly 
better than it is. There were but few 
democrats in that year who thought it 
wise to have a third term candidate. 
But every man of sense knew that un- 
less a man could bet found who would 
receive Mr. Bryan's Support, his warm 
personal following would seek revenge 
for the defeats of 1896 and 1900. 

“So statesmen, politicians and inter- 
ested citizens sought diligently to find 
some one that he would support. ‘To 
some at least he said he would bolt ex- 
President Cleveland, Governor Hill, Sen-

Anthony Comstock, vice 
president of the Society for Sup- 
pressien of Vice, had been heard as a 
witness earlier in the day. and Mrs. 
William Thaw, mother of the defend- 
ant. had completed her testimony. 

The kindergarten teacher who had 
charge of Harry Thaw as-«a !ad of six 
also testified. 

Mrs. Lawrence, the teacher, testified 
that Thaw at this age would go into ir- 
rational tantrums, for which she gave 
him cold water.

For the year 1907 there was paid for fran- 
chise tax to the city as an advance payment 
on account of the gross receipt tax the sum 
of $32,498.04, and the balance of the gross 
receipts, namely, approximately $20,700, will 
be paid on February 1, 1908, making the 
total of these two payments $53,198.04. In 
the year 1906 there was paid as franchise 
tax in December, 1906, to the city as an ad- 
vance payment on account of the gross receipt 
tax for that year the sum of $14,853.16, leav- 
ing the balance of the gross receipt tax, 
amounting to $31,483.16, to be paid on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1907, and making the aggregate gross 
receipt tax paid for the year the sum of 
$46,436.32.

16 American Battleships Leave 


the Harbor of Rio 


THIRD STAGE OF VOYAGE 


Ren of 2,250 Kaots From Rio to 
Panta Arenas, the Most South- 
ern Port in World, Will End 
February 1—All Rio Bade 
Fleet “God Speed,” 


Janeiro, January 22.—To the 
booming of guns and the cheers’ of 
thousands on the accompanying pleas- 
ure crafts, the American warships sail- 
Rio Janeiro this afternoon, 

Punta Arenas, on the 
straits. Ten days will bring 
almost midway on its 14,000- 
mile cruise to San Francisco, and the 
Shipg and the men carried with them 
today the Godseep and good wishes of 
the whole Brazilian nation. 

Not an untoward incident had mark- 
ed the visit of the Americans here. 
They were feasted and feted, both of- 
flcers and men, during their sojourn in 
Rio, and half the population turned out 
from early in the morning to give 
them a fitting farewell. The quays, the 
buildings and the fills were 
crowded wYffh thousands watching the 
warships until they had disappeared 
through the mouth of the bay into the 
open sea. 

President Penna Saw Fleet Sail. 

President Penna came to Rio Janeiro 
from Petropolis about 11 o'clock and 
proceeded on the yacht Silva down to 
where the warships were lying. He 
went aboard. the cruiser Benjamin 
Constant, which was in readiness to 
accompany the American fleet, and made 
a tour of all the American ships. 

While the president was aboard the 
Minnesota and during his trip among 
the vessels, saluteg were exchanged, 
and on his departure from the flagship 
twenty-one guns were fired, President 
Penna then returned to his yacht, 
which proceeded to a point off Fort 
Villegagnon to waittch the departure 
of the ships. 

About 3 o'clock the American fleet 
began to move, passing out in single 
and in inverse order according to 
divisions, the Alabama leading. Three 
divisiong of the Brazilian navy follow- 
ed, composed of three _ battleships, 
seven cruisers and six destroyers. In 
the vicinity of Fort Villegagnon many 
steamers circled about, having on board 
thousands of spectatorg from shore. 
Hundreds of launches and smal] craft 
from the sporting clubs, all gaily dec- 
orated, were there also. 

As the warships disappeared from 
view they were steaming at a_ ten- 
knot pace. One by one as they passed 
the president’s yacht they saluted with 
twenty-one guns, and the forts replied 
in kind. 

Captain R. R. 
staff to Rear Admiral 
ing interviewed before the departure 
of the fleet, said that he had no spe- 
cial plans for the passage of the ships 
through Magellan straits. They wil] go 
through, however, as a solid fleet. 

Third Stage of the Long Cruise. 

The sixteen battleships under the 
command of Rear Admiral Evans enter 
upon the third stage of their voyage to 
the Pacific. In this run of 2,230 knots, 
which will terminate February |, ac- 
cording to the schedule, at Punta Are- 
nas, the most southern port in the 
world, the ships will traverse the 
hazardous narrows at the eastern en- 
trance to the strait of Magellan.

1520 and passed through the strait 
named after him, no greater attention 
has been directed towards this famous 
interoceanic waterway by any event 
than by the coming passage of it by 
the fleet of American battleships. Ma- 
gellan straitsconsists of 2 nearly equal 
branches running from northeast to 
southwest and from northwest to south- 
east, with a total length of 340 miles 
and a width varying from twenty miles 
to hardly two miles and a half. 
To Pass Straits in Midsummer. 

In going through the strait, Admiral 
Pvans’ fleet will have the best time of 
the year for the purpose, the miasum- 
mer of the southern hemisphere. 
There are few obstructions in Magel- 
lan straits from rocks and islands, The 
strait lies entirely within Chilean 4er- 
ritory, but it is a free waterway, and 
is considered neutral territory. 

As compared to the Cape Horn route, 
the strait has an advantage of some- 
what more than one hundred miles. 
Steam vessels seldom take the Cape 
lHiorn route. 

The passage of Magellan strait is in 
most respects comparatively safe for 
steam vessels, though there are a few 
dangers. The main difficulty is that 
there is too great a depth of water, in 
places it reaches over 3,000 feet, to per- 
mit of anchorage. The strait is well 
lighted, however, by numerous  light- 
houses. 

Steamships of the commercial lines 
navigate the strait by night, but two 
parts they always pass [fn daylight. 
These are the Narrows, at the eastern 
part of the straf%. and Crooked beach.

GREAT TUMULT IN CHAMBER 


Chancellor Von Baeclow Trembled 
With Indignation and He and 
the Other Ministers Finally 
Left—Berlin Streets Are 
Patrolled. 


Berlin, January 22.—Chancellor Von 


Buelow refused categorically in the 
reichstag today to reply to a socialist 
interpellation on the subject of Prussian 
suffrage. This precipitated a deafening 
uproar froin the members, during which 
the ministers left the house. The de- 
bate was then continued before the half 
empty benches. 

Trouble with the people had been ex- 
pected, particularly in view of the street 
disorders of yesterday, ang in order to 
be prepared for a recurrence of violent 
encounters between the police and’ the 
populace, the buildings of paniiament 
were Surrounded from early morning 
with a strong force of police armed with 
pistols and sabers. Furthermore, the 
principal thoroughfares of Berlin are be- 
ing patrolled constantly by police, both 
mounted and on foot, 

Von Buelow Very Angry. 

Prince Von Buelow opened the reich- 
Stag proceedings by a warning against 
further mamfestations, which he de- 
Clared did not affect the government in 
the slightest degree. He threatened, 
amid éironical cheering from the social- 
ists, that the leaders and organizers of 
all demonstrations would be dealt with 
severely. pe 

The chancellor trembled with indigna- 
(ion when he referred to the street 
manifestations which, he declared, had 
been introduced into the capital. He 
looked directly at the socialist mem- 
bers when, he announced that the or- 
ganizers would be held responsible. He 
was compelled-to pause for for sev- 
eral minutes because of derisive 
laughter from the socialist benches. 

Herr Pischer, socialist, in the course 
of a speech, accused the police of in- 
famously utilizing the services of detec- 
tives, who mixed with the demonstra- 
tors and led in the cries and singing, 
thus creating cause for the interven- 
tion Of their uniformed comrades. 


Ugly Words Are Used. 


Herr Kreth, conservative, aroused an 
uproarious tumult among the socialists 
when he asserted that the leaders of 
that party were most prominent Dy 
their absence from the streets during 
the demonstrations which they had 
misled others. into undertaking, even 
advising the participants to take their 
wives and children with them as pro- 
tection ainst the police. 

When Herr Kreth finished this state- 
ment, loud cries were heard of ‘“vaga- 
bond,’ “slanderer,'’ “liar,’’ “‘scoundrel, ' 
and ‘“‘hypocrite.’’ 

The tumult lasted for several min- 
utes. (During this, Herr Bebel, the 
socialist leader, advanced to the trib- 
une and shrieked at Herr Kreth: 

‘You miserable rascal,” while Herr 
Stadthagen, socialist-democrat, calles 
him a “vulgar vagabond,’’ and “police 
spy.” 

The president of the house nade vain 
attempts to restore order. Amid cries 
of “get down from the tribune,” Herr 
Kreth concluded his remarks by say- 
ing: 

“I propose an encounter with Herr 
Stadthagen, at which the police shall 
not be present.’’

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NATIONAL BOARD OF TRADE. 


It Favors %50,000,000 for 


Inland Waterways. 


Washington, January 22.—At the open- 
ing session today of the national board 
of trade, F. R. Wood, chairman of the 
merchant marine committee, discussed 
at length the advantage of encourag- 
ing the American merchant marine, par- 
ticularly between the United States and 
South American ports. A. M. Read. of 
Washington, chairman of. the committee 
on untform bills of lading, offered and 
secured the adoption of the following 
resolutions: - 

“That the national board of trade here- 
by ‘petitions and prays the interstate 
commerce commission to require for or- 
der bills of lading a distinct and sepa- 
rate form, so differentiated by its word- 
ing, color, etc., that it shall be readiiy 
distinguished and that forms be sub- 
mitted to the commission for its con- 
sideration.

That is but a passing incident. In 
the recent prohibition fights in Geor- 
gia, Alabama and other states, the 
loudest and most insistent opposition 
It was de- 
clared that prohibition would destroy 
the port. Mobile even talked, absurd- 
ly of course, of seceding from Ala- 
bama and organizing an independent 
state. Savannah predicted injury to 
business, and in the next breath de- 
clared the impossibility of enforce- 
ment. 

These are but a few instances illus- 
trating a generally recognized fact, an 
almost unfailing rule of conduct. The 
eppearance of sumptuary legislation 
cf almost any kind is almost an in- 
variable signal for opposition of cities 
cn the coast. 

Why, it may be asked, and in no 
spirit of censorship or carping criti- 
cism, should there be one standard 
fo. the city of the interior, and an- 
other for that bordering on the water? 

The seaport, as a purely business 
proposition, is what it is as the result 
ct favorable location and the energy 
and enterprise of its people in build- 
ing its trade. As long as it has car- 
goes to offer, or presents the most 
favorable advantages for the distribu- 
tuon of incoming freight, it is difficult 
‘fo conceive of any vessel avoiding its 
hospitable anchorage because of the 
alsence of barrooms, Sunday baseball, 
bullfights or what not. Ocean traffic 
should no more wait on opportunity 
for immoral indulgences than does 
the moving commerce of the interior. 
It is unreasonable to presume that it 
would. 

And then, if we may institute the 
comparison, why is not the sailor as 
susceptible to moral influences, as 
touch in need of them, perhaps, as the 
erstwhile denizens of our own Deca- 
tur street? 

There are sailors in plenty who will 
consent to make any port where a 
comfortable berth is offered; where 
grog is necessary, the master will sup- 
ply it. The one consideration is the 
tusiness; offer that and there will be 
nc want of vessels to carry it. 

Has not the time about come to get 
rid of the old illusion that cities on 
the coast and those of the interior 
cannot thrive and prosper under the 
same laws and the same rules of con- 
duct?

Telegraph Company. which has refused, 
it is alleged, to furnish the two com- 
Plaining companies with physical con- 
nection with its long distance lines. 

The complaints allege discrimination 
in that this physical connection is fur- 
nishd to fie Southern Bell Telephone 
Company, while it is denied to them. 
The railroad commission is asked to 
require the American Telephone and Tele 
‘graph Company to supply the independ- 
ent companies with physical connection 
with its long distance lines, thus en- 
abling them to furnish such service to 
their patrons. 

The railroad commission has heard 
the complaint of c. A Hunt, of 
Dalton, who charges that the Western 
and Atlantic railroad and the Southern 
Express Company are departing from 
the commission’s milk tariff between 
Dalton and Chattanooga. Despite the 
fact that'this is an interstate haul, the 
complaint holds that the Western and 
Atlantic is subject to the Georgia rates, 
even in Tennesset, and that under tiie 
lease contract the commission has 
jurisdiction over the rates on that road. 
It is a very pretty point that is raised 
in connection with the case, and the 
commission's decision will be awaited 
with no small interest.

Railroad Earnings. 


According to reports which have just 
been filed with the railroad commission 
the net earnings of all the railroads in 
Georgia for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1907, aggregated $8,720,076.55, as 
compared with $10,359,490.11 for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1906. 

The gross earnings for !907 were 
greater than those for !906, but so great 
had been the increase in operating ex- 
penses that the net earnings dropped 
nearly $2,000,000. 

The gross for 1907 was $40,607,737.42, 
with operating expenses of $32,028,- 
631.83, as against total gross of $37,|06,- 
555.77, and operating expenses of $26,- 
833,704.59 for 1906. 

The average net earnings for the en- 
tire state were $1,601.76 per mile. 

The Atlanta and West Point was the 
best money-earner during the year, 
showing net earnings of $4,872.40, while 
the smallest among the larger lines 
was the Louisville and Nashville, with 
only $193.54 per mile.

Stringent Amendment Is Made 
lo Penal Code Bil, 


ATTACK MADE:ON OFFICIALS 


James, Who Introduced Amend- 
ment, Satd He Desired to Reach 
Some Persens in Agricul- 
tural Department Who 
Worked With Crep 
Figures, 


Washington, D. C., January 22.— 
Rapid progress was made in the house 
of representatives today in the con- 
sideration of the bill to codify and re- 
vise the penal laws of the United 
States. The only amendment of any 
importance which got through was one 
by Mr. Ollie James, of Kentucky, mak- 
ing it a crimina) offense, under heavy 
penalty to falsify government crop 
Statistics, the object of the amendment 
being to protect the cotton and _ to- 
bacco growers from speculators. Over 
fifty pages of the bill were disposed of. 

Mr. James explained his amendment 
by saying he specially desired to reach 
persons in the agricultural department 
having to do with tobacco figures. “Is 
it to be an agricultwral depart ment,”’ 
he inquired, ‘or a department that is 
to be manipulated by a lot of gamblers 
and thieves that prey upon the farm- 
ers of the country?’ te 

Mr. Mann, of Illinois, was unable to 
convince Mr. James that there already 
was a law to meet the case, and the 
vente urged the adoption of the amend- 
ment. 


Payne Calls It Paternalism. 


After Mr. Gaines, of Tennessee, had 
addressed the house In favor of the 
measure, Mr. Payne remarked that the 
matter was a fair illustration of pater- 
nalism. He declared that speculation 
was wrong and the government ought 
not to be asked to furnish to any class 
Statistics that enables this speculation 
to be carried on. It was his opinion 
that the data ought to be published as 
fast as it was received, and should be 
accessible to all the people. 

Mr. Clark, of Missouri, interrupted to 
State that so long as the agrici?tural 
department undertook to publish statis- 
tics they should be oorrect. 

Mr. Mann opposed the James’ amend- 
ment as being likely to lead to persecu- 
tion. “There are cases.”’ he remarked, 
“where the government seeks to per- 
secute people.” He attacked the admin- 
istration in this regard, saying it had 
at different times “sought not to 
prosecute, but to persecute certain 
people, sometimes because they were 
members of congress.”’ 

Penalty Prescribed, 


Amid democratic applause, the amend- 
ment was adopted without division. The 
penalty prescribed under it is a fine of 
$5,000; and imprisonment for not more 
than five years. * 

Mr. Bartlett, of Georgia, sought to 
make the term of imprisonment seven 
years instead of two in cases where 
prisoners are voluntarily allowed to es- 
cape.” His proposition was voted down. 

The reading of the bil) continued al- 
most uninterruptedly for over an hour, 
when an amefttidment by Mr. Houston, 
of Tennessee, designed to enlarge the 
statutes with regard to sending through 
the mails of obscene literature aroused 
some debate. The amendment provided 
for in the non-matlable class, ‘vil, 
filthy or indecent’ publications. \ 

On division the amendment was adopt- 
ed 4i to 29. 

The house passed a bill providing for 
the holding at Salisbury, N. C., of terms 
of the United States district and cir- 
cult courte. 

Except for a political speech by Mr. 
Kimball, of Kentucky, the proceedings 
were so monotonous that at no time 
were a hundred members in their 
seats. 

The house at 5:20 p. m. adjourned 
until tomorrow.

IF It Had Local Option, Says: 
Secretary Tully, 


ALL EVIL FROM THE SALOON 


And for That Reason People Are 
Voting Saloons Out—The Pablic 
Doesn’t Want Temperance 
Se Mach as It Wants to 
Reform the Saloon. 


Touisville, Ky., January 22.—The first 
speaker at the morning session of the 
Model License League convention ws 
T. DeQuiney Tully, secretary of the 
Law Enforcement Society of New York 
city. Mr. Tully said the society he rep- 
resented stood for the enforcement of 
all nws and especially the excise laws 
in New York. 

‘We broke with the Anti-Saloon League 
in our state,” said Mr. Tully, ‘‘when they 
called for a temperance law.” Continu- 
ing, he said: 

“The passing of local option laws in 
Kentucky and the going dry of numerous 
states means nothing. It is by no means 
an indication that the people of the 
country want temperance, but that they 
want the control amg the manner of run- 


ning saloons changed, 
“There is no doubt that if New York 


city was given the privilege of local 
option that 10,000 saloons would be voted 
out. Thy? Because the majority of 
the people want the abuse of the saloon 


corrected. At the bottom of all law- 
breaking, intrigue, small and large graft, 
debauchery and vice is the lawless sa- 
loon. It is the harbor for most of the 
country’s iniquity. With its disappear- 
ance by the enforcement of the excise 
laws, the people will have better gov- 
ernment, finer homes and larger indus- 
tries. It will mean the taking out of 
the hands of machines and political 
cliques the government of many of our 
cities. The better class of citizens will 
control affairs, for, robbed of his bottle, 
through the enforcement of ‘the laws, tne 
club of power will be snatched from the 


thief amg the thug.” 
Resolutions Adopted. 


The convention this afternoon adopted 
the following resolutions: 

“Whereas, the people of the various 
states are being urged by certain or- 
ganization to prohibit the manufacture 
and sale of all alcoholic beverages, which 
would destroy millions of property ang 
throw out of employment hundreds of 
thousands of men. and 

“Whereas, the states of Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Oklahoma did, during the 
year 1907, adopt measures for the pro- 
hibition of the manufacture and sale of 
alcoholic beverages and for the destruc- 
tlon of revenues aggregating millions 
of dollars per annum, and 

“Whereas, we, a8 members of the 
wine, spirit, beer and.collateral trades, 
are opposed to legislation of this kind 
from the standpoint of self-interest, 
and equally so because of the fact that 
centuries of experience go to show 
that such laws, while destructive in 
their nature, are absolutely impossible ‘ 
of enforcement, and 

“Whereas, a large proportion of the 
press of this country is giving encour- 
agement to this movement, not because 
of any faith in prohibitory legislation, 
but as a protest against the lawless 
element in the business, and 

“Whereas, the wine, beer and whisky 
trades of this country are in favor of 
absolute obedience to law; therefore, 

“Resolved, That a law merely prohib- 
iting the manufacture and sale of al- 
coholic beverages, and permitting the 
purchase and use of these beverages, 
while proving destructive of revenue, 
does and must inevitably fail to pro- 
hibit either the use or the abuse of 
alcoholic beverages. 


Deny That Prohibition Prohibits, 


“That prohibitory laws, under which 
Cur business is forbidden as a lawful 
pursuit, only show as a result an in- 
crease in the per capita consumption of 
wine, beer and whisky, as exhibited by 
the indisputable evidence offered by 
the internal revenue department of the 
government, and results in the develop- 
ment of an illegttimate traffic in 
liquors. 

“That we are opposed to sumptua 
legislation on the ground that oak so 
are in conflict with the spirit of our 
liberties, and that they bring about 
demoralization in society wherever they 
are attempted, and this because reform 
I a matter of education, pure and sim- 

e. 

“That we, the delegates to this con- 
vention, declare that we are glad to 
unite with the press and citizenship of 
this country in bringing about obedi- 
enve to law on the part of all, and in 
urging the cancellation of all licenses 
where those exhibit a disposition to 
wilfully violate law. 

“That we join with the press in this 
country in demanding that Ifquor deal- 
ers shall retire from politics as aggress- 
ive or as offensive factors. 

“That to bring about these reforms, 
it is, in our opinion, absolutely essential 
that the status of the saloon shall be 
radically changed. Therefore, be it 
further 

“Resolved, That we urge upon the 
press and of the people of this country 
what has become known as “the model 
license law,’ which law provides. 

“i. That all licenses now in exis‘ence 
Shal] renew themselves so long as the 
business of retailing liquors is permift- 
ted in a state or a locality. 

“2. That no more licenses shall be is- 
sued until the proportion is not greater 
than one for each 500 population. 

“3. That licenses shall not be so ex- 
cessive in price as to destroy the value 
of the retailers’ business. 

“4. That all licenses shall be in the 
nature of contracts between the indl- 
viduals, and the state shall provide that 
where the holder is convicted of the 
wilful violation of any law in connection 
with his business that his license shall 
be suspended. 

“And finally, we declare that we are 
unalterably opposed to intemperance, 
and believe that we offer in the ‘mod- 
el license law’ a valuable aid to the 
solution of a great problem.”’

Soak one cupful of tapioca over night in 
cold water. Place on the fire with one pint 
of boiling water. Stone one and one-half 
pounds of nice cherries; stir them into the 
bolling taploca, and sweeten to taste. Pour 
cool. Serve 
very cold with sugar and cream, Raisins or 
plums may be substituted for cherries. 


PLAIN PIE CRUST. 


One and a half pints of sifted flour, one 
teacupful of lard, level teaspoonful of salt 
and one heaping teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der, sifted in the flour. Rub the shortening 
thoroughly into the flour. Make a stiff 
dough with cold water. Handle just as little 
as possible. This will make four crusts. 


FOR SHORT AND 
CHICKEN PID. 


To a pint and a half of flour use one quar- 
ter of @ pound of lard, half a teagpoonful of 
salt, and a light spoonful of yeast powder. 

Sift the yeast powder with the salt and 
flour, then rub the lard in until there are no 
lumps. Then mix into a medium stiff dough 
with cold water, using a spoon to mix it. It 
requires. very little working. Place in the 
refrigerator, if in summer, or out in the cold 
air if in winter, for an hour before using. 
Roll thin. 


KIRBY LUMBZR COMPANY 
WINS ITS CONTENTION 


Receivers Are Removed From That 
Company, and Also the "ous- 
ton O11 Company ~ 

Houston, Tex., Jamuary 22.-  @tlement 
has ‘been effected between the Kirby 
Litmber Company, the Houston Oi] Com- 
pany and the Maryland Trust Compan, 
parties to a litigation im the United 
States court of the southern district of 
Texas, at Houston, in which receivers 
were appointed on February |, 1904, for 
both corporations first named. 

The litigteation arose out of a lumber 
contract entered into in !1901 between 
the dfouston Oil Company and the Kirby 
Lumber Company, in which the former 
sold and the hatter bought 8,000,000,000 
feet of yellow pine timber in Texas and 
Loulsiana. The consideration was $36,- 
250,000, to be paid in forty semi-annual 
installments ranging from $625,000 to 
$1,260,000. The lumber company paid 
Sult followed with receivership. 

The Houston Oil Company @id not pos- 
sess and could not acquire as much as 
the stipulated quantity of 8,000,000,000 
feet. The lumber company, therefore, 
refused to make further payments unléss 
the semi-amnual installments were re- 
duced in propontion to the amount of 
timber furnished by the oil company. 
Suith followed with recéivership. 

The contention of the Kirby Lammber 
Company is recognized, and the lumber 
is awarded to that company in payment 
semi-annually of fiveeighths of the 
amount specified in the original stump- 
age contract. 


LUMBER RATE IS ADVANCED. 


Many Tennessee Lumber Firms Are 


PASTRY CAKE

Nashville, Tenn., January 22.—Effec- 
tive February 2, the rate on lumber from 


Nashville and vicinity will be advanced 


3 cents per hundred .pounds to Cane- 
dian points and also eastern cities.” 
This, in substance, is the notice issued 
recently by the Tilinois Central railroad 
to the humiber dealers of Nashville. 
Many lumber firms of this section are 
protesting vigorously against the ad- 
vance in ratee to Canadian points and 
also the advance to eastern cities 
(whether published by mistake or other- 
wise), ang are also protesting against 
the increase in the carload minimum; 
in fact, the lumbermen may take the 
matter up with the interstate commerce 
commission. A meeting of the lumber- 
men of this section maybe called within 
a shor time to consider these masters.

stated.

@ private home where only special 
guests are invited 

Bach. he holds, is private, and that 
the law recognizes the right ofa pri- 
vate party to serve wines in his private 
home. 

This unofficial opinion, folowing 4 
wine-sarving banquet in a prohibition 
state, will doubtless serve as a prece- 
dent for future reference.

Movement of Fertilizers Slow- 
est Known in Years in 
South Georgia. 


Albany, Ga., January 22.—(Special.)— 
As one result of the slowest movement 
of fertilizers known in years, railroad 
men fear a freight blockade next month. 

As a rule fertilizer shipments are gen- 
eral by the [Sth or 20th of Jamuary. 
This is far from being true this season. 
The farmer who has made contracts for 
the crop year about to begin is an ex- 
ception, as nearly all planters are wait- 
ing before placing as for fertilizers. 


The farmers make no secret of their 


intention to find out as nearly as possi- 


ble what 1908 has in store for them be- 
fore assuming financial obligations. 

Railroad men expect to eee the move- 
ment of fertilizers begin with a rush in 
the course of a few weeks. The rail- 
roads are making preparations to handle 
the situation to the best of their ability. 
On every siding in south Georgia strings 
of empty cars are standing, and they 
have been distributed so as to be avail- 
able at etrategic points.

New York, January 22.—The price 
movements in the general list of Stocks 
togay were little more than sympa- 
thetic reflections of the fluctuations in 
the few stocks in which professional 
operations centered.

Some of the debts, which were at first 
believed uncollectable, will probably be 
paid in whole or at least in part. 

He points out the result of the in- 
teruposition of numerous little legal 
difficulties, which will delay the final 
settlement of affairs, and make the de- 
positors wait that much longer for 
their’ money.
